TH E BRITISH COLONIST-^ 

Satuday Morning, July 29, 1871. 

Bespousible Goverumeut lor Fcejee. 

Fotjoe or Fiji, aa Iho reader is doubt- 
Iobb awaro, in tho namo applied to a 
Considerable group of inlands in the 
South Paoifio Oeeun, oaet of tho Now 
Hebrides. There aro in all one iuu- 
dred and fifty-four inlands iu tho group 
only Hixty-fivo of whiob, howovor, are 
inhabited, Tho population, somo fif- 
teen yours ago was estimated at 133,- 
600 ; but Binoo that a considerable in- 
flux of European population has taken 
placo. Tho great bulk of tbo popula- 
tion is still native, bowoyor, tho Euro- 
pean constituting but, a very small per. 
centage of tho whole. Tho native in- 
habitants of those islands aro a barbar- 
ous and aavago raoo, chiully romarka- 
blo for cruelty, deceit and cowardice, 
ond although Christian missions have 
made great progress amongst tuoin, it 
is assorted that numun sacritioos and 
cannibalism, formerly terribly prevalent, 
havo only lately disappeared. Tho 
climate is excellent, the lowesi temper- 
ature being 62 degrees, and tho highest 
90 degrees. The soil iB oxtremely fertile 
and vegetation is maivelously rapid, 
According to tho report of tho lioriicuU 
turalist to the United StatcB Exploring 
Expedition, turnips, radishes and the 
like &how ubovo tho suri'_co in twouty- 
fonr hours after tho need is placed in 
tho ground, while in a month radishes, 
lettueo &o aro fit for use, and in five 
weeks matrow-lut peas, The Feejeoans 
are ruled by chicta who, in turn ac- 
knowledge allegiance to the King whose 
title is 'Cakobau Tui Vili, King of tho 
Feejeoans.' It appears that in 1807 the 
European residents drew up and 
strongly rtcommeudod to tho King u 
constitution for tho establishment of a 
responsible form of government on the 
islands; but although tho King Mid, 
under the great Seal of Buo, assent' 
thereto and although 'tho eolemn oath of 
allegiance to such constitution waB 
duly subscribed by all tho Chioft of the 
respective islands within our Domin- 
ions,' it doe» not appear that any ac- 
tual stops wero taken at that period to 
bring the new constitution into opera- 
tion. Such stops have, however boon 
taken during tho prosont your. We 
have boforo us opies of very interest- 
ing State Documents, bearing lha 'Groat 
Seal of Ban.' Tho first ol theso is a 
Royal Proclamation, announcing the 
formal adoption of tho now constitution 
and tho formation of a government 
thereunder, at the same time stating 
tho chief reasons which have led to tbo 
stepp, viz. the increasing foroign popu- 
lation and consequent 'introduction of 
the customs, habits and commerce of 
highly civilized natioub.' Toe Procla- 
mation also contains on epitome of the 
government policy, winch comprises : — 
Adjustment of land titles; s-urvey and 
management of publio lauds; protection 
Of Europoan life and proporty ; the ap- 
pointment of Magistrates ; a postal 
system, a baDk of issue and deposit 
guaranteed by the Crown, federalization 
of ohiefdoraH, bleudiog all under one 
general government; u foreign policy. 
Next wo havo tho 'Royal Commission' 
appointing the Cabinet, which is oom» 
posed of seven rnoinbers,— five with 
portfolios, throo of whom aro Europe- 
ans and two natives', tho two members 
Without portfolios being also Europe- 
ans. Then follows a manifesto issued 
to tho foroign residents by tho Minis« 
ters, explaining more fully the reasons 
which led to tbo organization, They 
aocopted tho position with much reluc- 
tance, 'upon the oonditioo that th"y 
would bo at liberty to amend the oon- 
Btituliou iu 6Uch way as to render it 
acceptable, and adapted to tho altered 
circumHtances and requirements of tbo 
Islands.' The maeifesta goes on to 
Bay :— 

'TtoejjUtfdl men rau«k ndrait the nocessitj 
of ft system of responsible Government, the 
■want of ft revenue for publio bonefit, tbo ad- 
justment of titles to laud, and ibu otb.nr im- 
portant matters relerred to iu tho King's ad- 
dreis. 

Taking then all theso mattors into consld. 
eration, tho daily reproach of tbo colonial 
aewspapers upon our supposed lawless stale, 
the refusal of Great liritain and tho United 
States to accept a cession of the Islands, tbo 
want of unanimity amongst llio foreign resi- 
dents, left no causo open but tho ono adopted. 

Ministers havo accepted office with a full 
kuowledgo of the deep responsibilities they 
incur, and that in tho exercise of their func- 
tions they consider themselves ns much your 
representatives aa the King's advisors. 

They ask, tberelore, your consideration; 
promising that, until a Uouso ol Representa- 
tives bo assembled, no matters, except of 
urgent public necessity, will he initiated.' 

Nextfollownauoif.tr Royal Procla- 
mation for thoelection and convening cf 
a Houso of twenty-six Delegates, to 
moot for tho dispatch of business on 
tho 1st August 1871. Theso docu- 
ments and tho events they record pos- 
sess no littlo interest to tbo studont of 
lroo government. Hut they poasosv 
upoeial intores', they nro invested with 
peculiar significance to tho people of 
this Province. British Columbia has 
been for upwards ol twelve years In the 
band* of on European population; its 
affairs administered not by *Tne King 
of the Cannibal Islands,' but by Gov- 
ernors holding their commissions direct 
from the Quoon oi Groat Britain ; und 
yot tho bomi-savnges of the Foijoo Is. 
landf, with u slight sprinkling oi newly 
infused European population, aro 
soar. ely behind us — iu point of tiino 
they are actually in advance of lie — iu 
Bolf-govornment. What a commentary 
upon tho Colonial Policy of Oroai 
Britain I

Tho life and works of tho Right Roverond 
Modesto Deniers, "Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Vancouver Island, aro such as to render tt.o 
incident of his death deserviiy; of Bomthing 
more than passing notice. A native of Quebec, 
Canada, he entered tho Priesthood in 183G 
and in tho following year, left Canada for 
this coastj in company with Archbishop 
Blanchard, crossing tho Continent overland aa 
host they could at that early period. Arriving 
in Ojogon in 1838,tho subject ol these remarks 
entered upon tho activo and arduous work of 
a Christian Missionary in the wilds of the 
North Pacific, a workfjin which no continued 
with unabated zeal up to tho timo of his last 
illness. And ihoso only who cuum to Ibis 
coast iu those early days can form anything 
liko an adequate idea ol what ho had to sufl'or 
and iudure. in perils by sea j in perils by 
land; in perils amongst tho savage Iribes; in 
porils among wild beasts ! in perils among 
his own countrymen, ho did not count his life 
dear to him so that ho might promoto tho 
great work to which ho devoted himself. Nor 
were his labors barren of results ; for go 
Where you will on the North Pacilio and tho 
fruits of theso many years of incessent toil 
will be secn.Thero is scarcely a rood of ground 
which ho has not trod ; there is not an Indian 
villago which bo has not visited J there la not 
a white settlement in which bo has not provid- 
ed tbo ordiennces of his Chuich. Tho lato 
Bishop was not only a devoted and successlul 
Missionary but as a man and a neighbor he 
was amongst tbo most loveablo ol men. How. 
ovir oiherB might differ with htm on matters 
of faith, none could differ with him as ft man. 
He was, indeed, ft devoted Christian and an 
exemplary man; and during the twontysfour 
years that he occupied the exalted position of 
Bishop his humility novcr forsook him, as his 
devoted z»al never Sagged. It would indeed, 
havojbeon Btratigo if the consolations^ of reli= 
gion which ho hud administered 10 so many 
in the course of a long and usolul life had 
failsd to support him during his paasnga 
tnrongh tho dark valley. His death, liko his 
life, was peaceful and .happy, — showing to ail 
around how a Christian can dio.

Death of Bight Rev. Bishop D enters. 

The solemn tollingof tbo Catholic Cathedral 
bells at an early hour yesterday apprised tho 
pooplo of Victoria that another soul hud 
" winged its (light from earth to heaven ; " 
and ns tho day woro on aud it heeame know" 
♦hat good Bishop Demurs was doad,thero was a 
universal expression of regret trom all classes 
and croods. Tho melancholy event took placo 
at 3 o'clock yesterday morning. For several 
days the roverend gentleman had boor, rapidly 
sinking and as the fatal malady that lud seized 
upon him acquired ascendency ntid ho became, 
at last too weak to givo utterance to his thoughts 
ho continued till tho very last to express by 
signs hia full confidence in tho saving power 
of Christ. Father Mftudart, Vicar- General, 
Father Kirley and other clergymen were with 
the Bishop when bo expired. His last urn. 
monts were free from pain and ho fell calmly 
and peacefully into his last sleep. During his 
illness Bishop Demrrs frequently expressed a 
desiro to see and converse with Sir James 
Douglas, who was often found at his bedside. 

Biahop Dcmers'Wiis ordained liiflbop of Van- 
couver Islnnd November 30tb, 1 tt 1 7 , nud has 
continued since to faithfully discharge the ob- 
ligations ho had assumed. The poor nud 
needy — the broken in spirit as well as fortune 
— ever found in tho Bishop a wish counsellor 
and a kind friend. In the early days of tho 
settlement of the colony when the ulliceri of 
ihe Hudson Bay Company experienced graat 
difficulty in dealing with the then numerous 
and savage Indian tribes, Bishop Domera — 
who was a great favorito uruorjg them — always 
assisted by bis advice and counsel in pre- 
venting an outbreak. He established Uitbulic 
misaons at various points on the Mainland, 
and frequently made long trips to the interim 
to convert the heathen.

In 1870, in company wi(b Father 
Segber*, he atteodod the Bjumenioal Uoiin- 
cilAj-.iRoroB and vutud lor lilts Dogma ol the 
iD'rtliibility of lha Pope. Unlortuoately 
while passing throuih Fmuce ho was severely 
shaken by a railway collisoo from ihe effects 
of wbich bo never fully recovered, aad re- 
turned to bis diocese i a to last yoar — as he 
himself said, 'To dio.' Bishop Demeres 
was born Oct Lltb 1809, in l^enec, Canada, 
and was orduiued a priest Feb 7th, 1836. In 
1839 be left Cunada with Arclibisdiop Blao- 
chet for the P.iciOy Coast and oauiato Oregon 
in 1838. He built there St Paula Church and 
also a Church ut (Jowii z, Washington Ter- 
ritory, lie was Iho Pioneer Missionary ol 
British Colombia* being tho first to set foot 
on the Island. The rook ou which ho first 
Stepped from the boat is sill to be seen 
Cadboro Bay. In 18G8 SlAndiew'a Cathedral 
of thij Colony was erected under Bishop 
Dcmora' uuapioes.
